It seems practically certain that the dead outlaw has been identified 
as Joe Matlock. 
The first pointer in this direction came from a well-known citizen 
of Santa Ana who used to live in Eugene. Oregon. He said he knew Joe 
Mattock and strongly believed the dead bandit was he. 
The Register telegraphed the 8h0rjff at Eugene and asked for in­ 
formation about Joe Matlock. Answer came that he was wanted there 
for the same crime he committed here, and that his picture ought to be 
among the records in the sheriffs office of this and all othsr counties in 
the state. Sheriff Ruddock promptly produced Matlock’s picture and it 
bears a very striking reesmbiance to the dead man at the coroner’s, if 
indeed it does not tally exactly in every feature, as representatives of the 
^Register and of the sheriffs office agree that it does. 
The measurements, too, agree. 
The dead man measures just five 
Feet eight fnches and that is the description sent out by the Oregon sher-

If the dead man is Matlock, be has evidently been using the alias,

Chief Signal Officer Allen Sees 


Necessity for Training Of­ 


ficers for Air 


For Infants and Children, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—th e ne­ 
cessity of teaching army officers to 
become expert aviators Is emphasized 
in the annual report of Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Allen, chief signal officer of the 
army. 
General Allen says the number of 
expert civilian aviators now available 
in the United States is not large 
enough to provide an adequate auxil­ 
iary, and he believes no m arked'ad ­ 
vance will be made in the manufacture 
of aeroplanes in this country unless 
the manufacturers receive 
support 
from the government. 
“Manufacturers 
all believe,” said 
General Allen, “that the construction 
of aeroplanes for exhibition work vir- 
tualy is at an end, and the number so 
far purchased for purposes of amuse­ 
ment has not reached the figure ex­ 
pected. 
In 
case 
of emergency 
it 
seems improbable that any consider­ 
able number of properly constructed 
machines adapted to military service 
could be purchased abroad within a 
reasonable time. 
“It is accepted that the aeroplane, 
as it stands today, even if no marked 
improvement were made in it, is an 
essential military auxiliary, and up lo 
this time it appears that the military 
and naval services are the only ones 
in 
which 
it is 
of 
special 
value. 
Therefore it would seem that provis­ 
ion for approximately IOO aviators 
and IOO machines and the estimate 01 
aviation centers would be not unrea­ 
sonable on the part of this govern­ 
ment.” 
The appropriation granted by Con­ 
gress for the support of army aero­ 
nautics is a trifle, the report declares, 
when compared with the French aero­ 
nautical budget of $7,593,OOO for 1913. 
The government is now planning to 
organize an aviation regiment of 1,000 
aeroplanes. 
At this time about 1,000 pilots have 
been licensed in France, including of­ 
ficers and civilians. In 
the United 
States 178 have been so licensed.
